And this 
comes on the heels of repeated 
attempts by the Administration 
to formulate smooth relations in 
the Western Hemisphere with 
Cuba. V. ' 

.4 • Concern about "leaks of 
government information" is 




definitely gaining strength 
while' criticism of the CIA and 
the FBI is beginning to fade: I 
don't say- : that the entire 
populace has changed its mind, 
but the trend is running heavily 
against those who' insist on 
keeping up a barrage of abuse 
at the American intelligence 
community. 

IN FACT, things have chang- 
ed so importantly on this front 
that the House recently approv- 
ed funds to ; finance an investi- 
gation into whb was responsible 
for giving the highly secret 
Pike Report on the CIA to CBS 
reporter Daniel Schorr. 

It wasn't so long ago, at the 
time when Daniel EUsberg was 
busily spreading top-secret in- 
formation among newspaper 
publishers, that the feeling was 
much different. In Ellsberg's 
time the. House might have even 
considered legislation to give 
him a special medal of .achieve- 
ment. 

In short, the primary, debates 
have injected ; a high degree of 
intelligent, consideration into 
the discussion of public affairs. 
This has long been seriously 
needed./

Parental love arid fecog- 
' nit ton of a child at meal 
time may have more to do 
with his nutritional well- 
being than just providing 
an adequate food supply, 
according to Dr. Joseph 
Cravioto, professor of pedi-- 
atrtcs at the University of 
Mexico. Dr. Cravioto told 
a recent; professional sym- 
posium on the family; 
sponsored by the Johnson 
& Johnson Institute for 
Pediatric Service, of studies 
in child malnutrition he has 
been conducting. 

With the same quantity; 
and quality of food avail- 
able to them, children who 
were shown • affection by 
parents and ■ who', partici- 
pated in family discussions 
' and songfests ...at meals were 
far healthier than those who 
were ignored, or .made to 
feel unwanted at the dinner 
table, he reported. 

Dr. Cravioto pointed but, 
too, that he found that in 
families where food was. 
used as more than a nutri- 



tional tool — where the 
aroma and appearance of 
the food were important 
parts of meal time activity— 
children tended to be 
healthier and stronger. 

The social environment—, 
not the food itself— was ac- 




tually 'the key factor in a 
child's attitude and appetite 
at meal time, he concluded 
from his studies. 

In addition to the dinner 
table phenomenon, Dr. 
Cravioto alSo noted a signifi- 
' cantly" lower incidence of 
child malnutrition in fam- 
ilies where mothers encour- 
aged children verbally -and 
provided them with free 
moving toys.
